Trying to Get Russian States To- 
gether Again 


London?— The whole ‘question of 
Russia is under serious consideration 
by the allies, Reuter’s agency learns 
from an authoritative British source 

In the Riga district General Kras- 
noff’s army is operating under the 
political controh of M. Harlamoff, a 
moderate Social Democrat. This gov- 
ernment is in close association with 
the Kuban government and both work 
with the provisional government in 
Crimea with which they are in close 
agreement. In Ukraine the situation 
is very complicated. 

There is reason to hope that the 
policy formulated by the allies wil 
promote unity between these vario' 
governments in southern Russia, all 
of which repudiate Bolshevism and 
whose one object is the restoration of

Northcliffe Gives His Opinion 


Says We Must Have League of Na- 
tions 

Paris. — Today I had a talk with 
Lord Northcliffe, considered by some 
to be the most powerful man in 
Great Britain, because of his control 
of many daily, weekly and monthly 
publications, from sensational to the 
most conservative. A certain ruthless 
determination in his method of~hand- 
ling his papers leads people to sus- 
pect him uncontrolled ambition, 
His influence with public men like 
Lloyd George causes him to be fear- 
ed, Yet he alone has had the strength 
and courage during the war to fight 
incompetence in his own government 
and the stupid censorship which pro- 
tected it. 1 congratulated him on his 
appeal in the Daily Mail, for public- 
ity in the peace conference and ask- 
ed; “What do you think about secret 
treaties and the league of nations?” 

“Secret treaties,” he hea “do 
not concern America, We muft have|

BRITAIN VERY MUCH 
INTERESTED IN LONDON 


Feeling in Commercial Quarters Has 
Become Very Tense 

London. — The London correspon- 
dent of the Manchester Guardian 
suggests that President Wilson’s sud- 
den determination to come to Eng- 
land is due to ttis desire to consult 
the British government regarding the 
Russian situation before the prelimin- 
aries to the peace conference. ‘The 
correspondent points to the presence 
in London of Former Premier Ker- 
ensky and Paul N, Milukoff, former 
Rugsian foreign minister, and leader 
of the constitutional Democrats. He 
also calls attention to Wednesday's 
stat:ment by Viscount Miiner, the 
sec -tary for war, on the Russian sit- 
uasion, which he says was “evidently 
intended to prepare the public for 
events to come.” 

“Rumors of an advanced policy 
‘against Russia are growing daily,” 
the correspondent continues, “and 
feeling, not only in labor quarters, 
buf in commercial quarters, too, has 
become very tense about our next 
elventure in Russia. The impetus 
of the allied movement is believed to 
come form London, not Paris,”

Murray Gibbon in His 
Latest Book 

All educational © sinstitutions — of 
whatever grade, perhaps merit criti- 
cism from qne or another angle. But 
Oxford is again most gorgeously 
justified and glorified by John Murray 
Gibbon in “Drums Afar’( John Lane 
Co., New York). Not flamboyantly 
in the American fashion, but deftly, 
subtly, casually. Class room work is 
given but negligible mention, pro- 
perly so since the Oxfordian’s prin- 
ciple text book is lis Jytercourse with 
men of different upbringing, circum- 
stances, character, ideals, manners. 
Oxford’s,real value lies in its social 
life and activities, and the precious 
few years there should be devoted to 
sports, and goodfellowship. At least 
this is the English view. Eccentric 
Americans “dig” and then capitalize 
their degree at $5,000! But it is a 
very fascinating picture of Oxford 
Mr. Gibbon gives his readers, one to 
make each long for the experience 
and to appreciate the actual valuctof 
college affiliations. Mr, Gibbon ap- 
pears thofoughly familiar with Ox- 
ford, and with social England of the 
Oxford plane.

BRAVED ALL PERILS 


British Sumbarine Carried On to the 


to 
the 


sinking of the famous submarine 
E-14, off the Dardanelles early in 
1918, with the loss of her new com 
mander, Lieutenant Commander 
White and seven of the crew. 

The E-14 left Mudros on the even- 
ing of January 22, and proceeded up 
the Dardanelles to search for the 
Goeben. After diving under subma- 
rine nets, she found that the Goebeu 
which the enemy had moved a_ few 
hours previously, had gone, so Com- 
mander White turned back, keeping 
sharp Jookout for enemy craft. A 
torpedo was fired at the ship, which 
it transpired, carried the Goeben’s 
ammunition, causing a heavy explo- 
sion, which ¢xtinguished the subma- 
rine’s lights and sprang the  fore- 
hatch, Leaking badly, the submarine 
rose to within 15 feet of the surface. 

This drew a heavy fire but she was 
not damaged. She submerged to a 
hundred feet and continued on her 
course, but became unstcady and kept 
diving so she was brought to the sur- 
face as she could no longer he relied 
upon under water and only three bot- 
tles of air were left. A heavy fire im- 
mediately opened from both sides of 
the stratis and a_ shell hit the hull 
just over the ward room, destroying 
the upper stetring gear. An E-14 sur- 
vivor says: 

“Orders were given to steer from 
below and we ran the gauntlet for 
half an hour, only a few shots hit- 
tin. us. The captain, secing it 
hopeless to escape, ran toward the 
shore, His last words were ‘We are 
in God’s hands.’ Only a few seconds 
later I looked for him and saw his 
body, mangled by shell fire, roll into 
the water antl go under. The 
shell hit the starboard tank, 
all, I believe. 

“The submarine soon afterwards 
ran into a sandbar close inshore and 
the Turks picked us up,” said the sur- 
vivor,

— With the approach of 
the inter allied conference the Ger- 
man authorities have embarked upon 
an amazing campaign of propaganda 
openly designed to mitigate the pen- 
alties which may be imposed upon 
Germany.
